It shows how easy design- 
ing tricksters may avert the attention 
of the people from the investigation of 
their real interests by jnagnifjiiig the 
importance of ft few irrepressible fan- 
atics.

Shellnbarger, Conklin 
and that class of men believe prohibi- 
tion in Dccatur Is possible in the pres- 
ent condition of the laws? Of course 
they do not; and they will say HO when 
pressed ">n the subject, but they have 
an object to attain by it. 1'roliibition 
is a handy hobby that serves their 
present purpose, and they have laid 
hold of it. 


The men who have been for years 


evading their just, ami legal obligations 
to the public by withholding a large 
portion of their property from assess- 
ment and taxation, thereby increasing 
the burdens of others, now seek to 
occupy the public attention by a false 
issue until the time for investigation 
shall b« passed.

cense, or any measure for the suppres- 
nion of intemperance, J3 presented in a 
form that admit.) of a practical settle- 
ment of the question, it will be time to 
discuss the remedy for the abuse of the 
liquor tiaillc, lmt in the piesent state 
of the laws, there is but one thing to 
do, anil that is to fairly and efficiently 
enforce the law as it now exists, and 
not only the liquor law. but ALL laws: 
the law for the OMitsmrnl and r illef.tlon 
of taxes, as well as others 


Property in intoxicating liquors is 


recognized and protected by the laws 
of both the state, and national govern- 
ment und by the laws of all clvili7.nl 
countries o! the world, as iils>> by one 
of th« dearest sacraments of the church 
In its me, and the manufacture and 
sale must be tolerated, even by the 
churches, until they can establish some 
other legal toim of production and ex- 
change. .Millions of dollars are invent- 
ed in this liquor trade, and coiiits of 
law and public sentiment recognize 
the right of property in it, and a very 
large and respectable class of professed 
prohibitionists contribute to the profits 
of tlio business. 


It would bo well for our prohibition 


fiends not to forget tlu< fact thai men 
drank fur ages before the nilnptlun of 
the license system, and that the expe- 
rience of the last llfty years of agita- 
tion, and experiment* at temporanee 
reform, demonstrate, that they will 
continue to do so without regard to 
the penalties of the most rigid prohi- 
bition legislation.

If the doors of the treas- 
ury are left ojien for war claimants, 
with no more effective guard than tin- 
discretion of congress the lost of these 
claim? will probably not be seen for a 
hundred years. There can be no safe- 
ty in the application of a loyal test, 
for, leaving out Jeff Davis and a score 
or two of the most piomiiient rebels 
whose treason is a matter of public 
history, it will bt> puss.ble to find 01 
fabricate evidence of the loyalty of 
any man at the south, a few years 
hence. Another reason for positive 
prohibition of the payment of a'.l 
cla.ms 13 to lie found in the monstrous 
«xaggeration of values made iu almost 
every cose by claimants.

worth a few hundred dollars appears 
in schedules of losses with a value of 
many thousands. 
The recent suit 


against General Sheridaf for abuiit 
.half a million dollars offers a pertinent 
illustration. In that case strong evi- 
dence was offered by a claimant who 
was finally proved to have no inter- 
est in the property, while the valua- 
tion contended for was many times 
the actual worth of the property.

Spain also has the services 
of the Princess of Asturias, a young 
widow lady, born in 1861. She lives 
with the King, presides over his house- 
hold, and is, I heur, an estimable per- 
son, given ft» charity and visiting hos- 
pitals. Spain pays this Princess $100,- 
000 a year, or twice as much as you 
annually paid (!en. Grant whon Presi- 
dent. Spain also enjoys the services of 
Dona Maria del Pilar liusenguela. This 
maiden was born in 18l!l, and is the 
King's sister. 
She live* mostly in 


Paris, goes to church, and reads pious 
book*. Spain pays iier .*.'!0,000 a your, 
which no Congress would over dream 
of giving to Chief-Justice Waite. Spain 
ha* two other Princesses, l)ona Maria 
do la l'n/. Juana and Kulaiie Krancisca 
do Asis. These maidens aro respect- 
ively sixteen and fourteen. They livo 
in Paris to comfort un exiled mother 
and dress their dolls. 1 have no doubt 
they are model children, and will one 
day be the best of Princesses. Spain 
pays thorn each !ji;!U,(XK) a year. I 
wonder what Congress would say if we 
proposed to pay (ion. Sherman as 
much? Tho oxiled mother, known in 
history as Isabella II., lives in Paris on 
the Kue Hoi do Homo. Spain pays for 
hor services $16,000 a year. She is so 
poor that the other day she put up her 
jewels at auction, and I do not know 
how many millions of francs they 
brought her. The CJoeen haa a sister, 
wife of tho Duke of Montpensier, moth- 
er of poor Mercedes. Her husband, 
the Duke, is one of the richest men in 
Europe, and so Spain pays his wife tho 
beggarly salary of foo.OOO a your. 
QIIUOQ Isubullahas a husband who does 
not live on the Huo Koi do Home, but 
on tho Champs Klyioes. I used to see 
him pottering about under tho trees ol 
the avenue, a dapper little man, that 
won wont to fancy a teacher of daneo 
music until 1 learned that ho was an il- 
lustrious Prince and King Consort oi 
Spain. Spain p\\s him iJUO.OUO a year. 
Nut long since the grandmother of tilt 
King, Queen Cliiistinn, who spent her 
last years m u palace on the Champs 
Klysees, was gathered to her fathers, 
ami now is at peace in the Kseuriul. 
While this estimable Princess lived— 
and she lived to an advanced age— 
Spain valued hor services at &JO.OOO n 
year. 
If you ask me what special 


services these Princes and Princossea 
have rendered to Spain that out of her 
impoverished treasury sho should pay 
them annually $1,01)0,000, 1 am afraid 
1 ci»n give you no bolter answer than 
tliu barber inBoaumarchais' "Figaro," 
who, 
when ho was asked what the no- 


ble. Lord hud done to enjoy so many 
blowings, could only respond " t'ous 
uuut etta tloune lupti»e tie noire" (they 
liavt! taken the trouble to be born).—

The Dangers «f Hurry. 


A recent painful cose illustrates the 


danger of hurryingtocatchatrain. The 
peril is very considerable, and it besot* 
most men in these busy times. It is 
not a matter of social concern, but it 
is one in which every member of the 
community ha* a personal interest. 
The high pressure and speed at which 
wo live, and the impetuous haste of 
business iu these days of extreme utili- 
tarianism, do not ailow any exemption 
from the common rush. Even the staid 
and deliberate classes are affected by 
the rapid movement around them, and 
must needs hurry to keep their place. 
No inertia can check the torrent, and 
the stoutest revolve to move slowly is 
powerless to stem tho flood. It re- 
mains, to adapt the conduct to tho in- 
exorable conditions. Never in the his- 
tory of Intellectual and commercial 
progress wa* the need for order more 
urgent. It is not the amount of work 
accomplished that exhaust* the strength 
and leads to a break-down; it i* the 
effort made, and the worry of making 
it, that overtax the energy of control 
and the strength of action. Perhaps 
one of the moit prolific causes of col- 
lapse !n recent UDM* ha* been the lack 
of training. This i* not sufficiently 
recognized, la the old day* of " ap- 
prenticeship,11 and slowly built up 
qualification* for work, youth* were 
•pecially trained for their busbies* in 


life, and. the difficulties of the career 
came upon them gradnny. Now one- 
half of the laborers in any department 
of industry have entered it in some 
sudden way, and industry bos become 
a general melee, in which those who 
can by effort accomplish the greater 
results are counted successful. The 
ed'ortlcss, though not always the leaal 
capable, are vanquished. What takes 
place in-regard to work finds it paral- 
lel in, and is to a great extent the cause 
of, the hurry and worry of the busy 
world as a whole. Everything and ev- 
erybody presses forward at high speed, 
and success moans outrunning com- 
petitors. The 
maxim of safety—to 


avoid physical hurry and mental harry 
alike—is, prepare, deliberate; in a 
word, adopt an orderly method. The 
man with a woik heart who endangers 
his life by hurrying to catch a train, 
unless under altogether exceptional cir- 
cumstances, is probably the victim of a 
defect in early training, which leaves 
him at the mercy of impulse without 
order; or ho is striving to fill a place in 
life for which his chief qualification has 
been the faculty of accomplishing by 
effort more than can be achieved nat- 
urally by steady labor. Some persons 
are ever hurrying after their engage- 
ments; others are goaded onward bj 
other pressure behind; but however the 
" hurry" is produced, it is full of peri 
to happiness of mind and health ol 
body, and in the end, by exhaustion, il 
not prematurely by accident, it hills.— 
London Lancet.

choose a place in the mold, so that the 
mold will havo no tendency to wash 
any part away in its first rush; and tho 
metal should not bo allowed to fall 
from any height upon a weak part of 
the mold.

An Editor Brings Suit for Charging 


His Paper with Falsehood. 


There is nothing moro common than 


for individuals and corporations, when 
unfavorably commented upon by those 
whose duty it is to point out tho 
wrong and uphold the right— tho pub- 
lishers and editors of newspapers — to 
commence legal proceedings 
against 


their censors; in the too common lan- 
guage of the day, to institute a libel 
suit. It is something very much out 
of the common, something startling))' 
original, in art editor retorting on non- 
journalists that libel him, by com- 
mencing a suit for damages, if we are 
not mistaken, W. T. Croosdale, editor 
of the Wilmington (Del.) Every Even- 
ing and Commercial, is the pioneer of 
the new departure on the part of jour- 
nalists. Avery Evening charged that 
the financial standing of the Delaware, 
State Fire and Marine Insurance Com- 
pany was not by any means what it 
ought to be. This charge the officers 
of the corporation publicly denounced 
as " false and malicious;" whereupon 
Mr. Croasdale, to the utter astonish- 
ment of everybody, sued the 
officers 


of the company, and those gentlemen 
were surprised by being held in $500 
bail each. 
To thousands of people 


W. T. Croosdalo's perfectly reasona- 
ble course will seem something alarm- 
ingly revolutionary, simply because 
of its novelty. A' few moment's re- 
flection will convince anyone that ed- 
itors have quite as good a right to de- 
fend themselves from unjust asper- 
sions, to strive for pecuniary damages 
a* ft recompense for hard words pub- 
lished concerning them, OH any other 
members of any community. Jour- 
nalists themselves have become so ac- 
customed to trying to keep themselves 
out of libel suit*; to bending all their 
energies to defending themselves when 
in them; they have so fallen into the 
habit of fighting for everybody except 
themselves, that it did not occur to 
them to take up the cudgels of the law 


in their own defense. If editors hit 
back in the legal way that Mr. Croas- 
dalo bos done, there is certain to be a 
heavy decrease in the number of libel 
suits against newspapers in every part 
of the country.—Printer'a Circular. 


Walking from Omaha to New York. 


An old man yesterday morning ap- 


pealed to Sup't Jackson, of Castle Gar- 
den, for assistance to reach his home 
in Hungary. His name is Paul Ostrich, 
and his age sixty-six years. He arrived 
at Castle Garden, he says, on steam- 
ship Pennsylvania last March with 
$600 in money, having been told by 
immigrant agents in Hungary that ho 
would soon become a wealthy man in 
America. 
He was a farmer, and final- 


ly hired a few acres of ground in Wash- 
ington Territory; but, on account of 
lack of rain, his crops failed, and he 
lost everything. He then wandered to 
San Francisco, and, applying to tho 
German Society, was furnished with a 
ticket to Omaha and $8 in money, 
Letters were given him by railroad 
agents in San Francisco to those in 
Omaha, asking them to help him on, 
but at Omaha all assistance was re- 
fused to him. Ostrich then started on 
foot, Sept. 17, for New York, inquiring 
his way as he came along. With the 
exception of two nights, when ho was 
entertained by German families, he 
slept either iu fields or barns. He 
walked tlio entire distance to New 
York barefooted and scantily clothed. 
His food consisted of broad and pork, 
which he was able to buy with his 
small pittance, and which lasted him 
until a few days ago. Sometimes ho 
picked up a few apples. He could not 
describe the route by which ho came, 
but remembers passing through Chi- 
cago. Upon his arrival hero his limbs 
wore swollen, and his foot blistered 
and sore. Dr. Villaniyi gavo him food, 
doctored his wounds and gavo him two 
dollars. The doctor also took him to 
a clergyman, who gave him a pair ol 
shoes and a supply of clothing, ami 
then directed him to Castle Garden. 
Ostrich is a man of more than ordinary 
intelligence, and will be sent home by 
the Commissioners of Emigration and 
the agents of the Stale Steamship Lino.

Huts Ancient and Modern. 


How few of us ever trace thu history 


of the hat. The felt hat is as ancient 
as Homer. The Greeks maile thorn in 
skull cans, conical, truncated, narrow 
or broad brimmed. The Phrygian bon- 
net has un elevated cap without a 
brim, the apex turned over in front. It 
is knowh as the cap of Liberty. An 
ancient liguro of Liberty iu tho time oi 
Antonius Livy, A. 1). 146, holds the cap 
in the right hand. The Persians wore 
soft caps; plumed hats were the head' 
dress of the Syrian Corps of Xerxes 
the broad-brim was worn by the Mace- 
donian Kings. Castor moans a beaver. 
The Armenian captive wore a plug hat. 
Tho merchants of the fourteenth centu- 
ry wore a Flanders beaver; Charles 
VII., in 1409, wore a felt hat lined with 
red and illumed. Tho English men and 
women'in 1510 wore close woolen or 
knitted caps; two centuries ago hats 
were worn in the house. Pcpys, in his 
diary in 1U04, wrote: "September, 
1GU4, got a severe cold because he 
took oil' his hat at dinner," and again, 
in January, J(i65, he got another cold 
by sitting with his head bare to allow 
his wife's maid to comb his hair and 
wash his ears; and Lord Clarendon in 
his essay, speaking of the decay of re- 
spect due tho aged, says " that in his 
younger days he.never kept his hat on 
before those older than himself except 
at dinner!" In the thirteenth centurv 
Pope Innocent IV. allowed tho Cardi- 
nals tho use of the scarlet-cloth hat. 
The hats now in use are the cloth hat, 
cork hat, embossed hat, felt hat, fur 
hat. leather hat, paper hat, silk hat, op- 
era hat, spring-brim hat and straw hat.

—In one of his lectures on combustion, 


tjefore tho Royal Institution, London, 
Prof. Debus characterized it a* a term 
relative to tbe atmosphere in which it 
takes place, and he showed how oxy- 
jen, which ia incombustible in air, 
rams readidly in hydrogen, in coal gas 
ind in other vapors.

That com- 
pounds containing oxygen can be made 
a transfer it with the production of 
heat and light was proved in the case 
of iron filing* thrown into chlorate of 
rotash, and a red hot piece of charcoal 
placed in strong nitric acid continued 
a burn till it was consumed.

AMONG tho relics of that olilon time 


thero arc preserved Biblical curiosities 
which deserve a passine notice. Wo 
remember examining many years ago, 
in Corpus Christ! College, Cambridge, 
a line specimen of the " Biblin Pau- 
permn," of which a few copies only are 
to bo found in tho present day in very 
rare collections. It consists of rude 
plates representing Scripture liguros 
and incidents, with a few Latin sen- 
tences explanatory of tho subject. The 
work is printed from wooden blocks in 
the way in which plaj ing-cards were 
manufactured—a curious art, which 
was applied to the production of books 
of a religious character, such as the 
"Speculum 
Humamu 
Salvstonis." 


These block books, Mr. Hallum consid- 
ers, wore executed in tin; low countries, 
but probably some of them found thoii 
way into Kngland at an early period. 
They belong to the u'rst halt of the fif- 
teenth century, and were precursors ol 
nobler productions, whoso appearance 
in the latter half of the same century 
mark a memorable era in the history 
of mankind. Mr. Home, in his 
"In- 


troduction," describes tho "HibliaPau- 
perum" as deriving its name from its 
being a catechism of the Hible for the 
common people, who were enabled to 
obtain it for a low pricu; but it could 
be of little use to such persons, who 
cannot be supposed to have been able 
to read Latin, when so few could read 
their own language. It seems much 
more likely that tho volume took its 
name from the Franciscan friars, the 
chief preachers of the day, who styled 
themselves paupers, tho volume prob- 
ably being a sort of text-book to aid 
them in their ministrations. These 
imperfect specimens of printing were 
soon 
succeeded 
by 
productions 


which 
filled the world with won- 


der. Let the reader imagine him- 
self in the City of Montst, in 
the 


middle of the fifteenth century. 
That 


thoughtful man now pacing tho banks 
of tho Rhino, and then entering his own 
habitation in some obscure street, toils 
in a secret, apartment where no one save 
an assistant at his unknown craft is al- 
lowed to enter. He porflt'vores until 
volumes appear, ull marvellously alike, 
displaying gracefully-formed 
letters 


such as rival the fairest specimens of 
penmanship. The magic manuscripts 
increase in number. No scriptorium 
could multiply them so fast. Men mar- 
vel and think there must be witchcraft 
in this business. Th« workman is Gut- 
tenberg, and his house his lir.it print- 
ing office. 
The wholo of a portion of 


the Scriptures was certainly tho first 
book of a considerable size which is- 
sued from the press. 
Tho earliest 


bearing a dale ia tho beautiful Psalter 
by Kaust & Sohoffcr, in H.1)?, of which a 
sumptuous copy, printed on vellum, 
adorns tho royal library at Windsor. 
Hut u Latin Bible, with tho prologue 
of St. Jerome, printed probably by Gut- 
tenborg at Mentz, between 1450 and 
1466, and commonly called theMazariu 
Bible, on tho very slight ground of a 
copy having been found in Cardinal 
Mazarin's library, is considered the 
earliest offspring of tlic noble inven- 
tion; and " wemayseo," cxclairnsMr. 
Hallum, " this venerable and splendid 
volume leading up the crowded myriads 
of its followers and imploring, an it 
were, a blessing on the new art by 
dedicating its first fruits to the service 
of Heaven." As was natural, early 
types for grinting were formed on the 
model of written characters, and hence 
the earliest Bibles and Psalters in Gor- 
man presented letters such as had been 
used by scribes in missals and other 
religious books; but when German 
printers went to reside at the famous 
monastery of Sublaco, near Rome, they 
cut punches in imitation of the letters 
used in Italy. Thus printed books so 
much resembled manuscripts that they 
were sometimes mistaken for them; 
and even until very lately a copy of the 
Mazarin orGuttonberg Bible, preserved 
at Lambeth Palace, passed as the work 
of a scribe instead of the work of a 
printer.— Dr. Utoughten'a " OuriEnglM 
Bible.'1

!>OBtltiillon and Starvation In Fblladel- 


TIIK Philadelphia Itrconl of a recent 


date tells tho following story of destitu- 
tion and suffering: 


In a littlo Hocond-story room of the 


house in tho roar of l.'ll 1 Ogdon street, 
the shriveled remains of an infant, live 
months old, lie on a rough board, frigid 
in death, and covered with arepulshc- 
looking calico rag. 
The emaciated 


body and pinched features confirm tlio 
lecision of the Coroner that tho littlo 
sufferer died from debility caused by 
want of sufficient nourishment. Tho 
father of the released mitt'erer lies in a 
cell in Moyameusing Prison, where ho 
has boon since last Christmas, and 
whither he was sent for attempting to 
steal a turkey, bolng driven to' the act 
by tbe cries of his famishing wife and 
children for something to eat. 
His 


wife say* it was his first offense, and 
that she little dreamed of his purpose 
when he left his homo on Christmas 
morning to procure food to keep thorn 
from starving. In the room whore tho 
family live the bereaved mother sat 
lost evening moaning for the loss of her 
starved baby, while her children, five 
in number, plainly showed, in their 
wasted forms that they, too, had felt 
tho pangs of hunger. Theso were thin- 
ly clad, one of them having simply a 
scant piece of calico pinned around him 
to cover his naked shoulders and to 
protect him from chilling winds. 


The furniture in the room is all com- 


prised in the Constable's levy, which 
lay on the mantelpiece—a clock, *tovo 
and pipe, looking-glass, table, four 
chairs and carpeting, the latter a mere 
rag. Those articles, all that the dis- 
tressed family possess, wore seized, 
feiterday, in payment of sixteen dol- 
lars due to Jacob Schandein for two 
month*' rent. The Constable came to 
the house to make the seizure on Mon- 
day, but while he wa* there the child 
died, and the officer, though used to 
scenes of suffering, turned away from 
:he house without performing his duty; 
but the cruel task was performed 
resterday. In the evening, their suf- 
fering* having been made public, *ev- 
cral kind-hearted people called to ten- 
ier them aid, and among the number, 
Mr. J. J. DeKinder, a ship-chandler 
and grocer at Uirard Point, who at 
once offered employment to the htw- 
>and. The broken-hearted wife ex- 
ilained that her husband had " been 
sent below)' and could not work for 
them. Mr. DeKinder, however, has 
promised to give the husband work as 
won as he I* discharged from prison. 
Provision has been made for the inter- 
ment of tbe child to-day in Cathedral 
Cemetery. A more complete picture 
)f destitution and suffering could not 
t»e imagined, nor one that appeals more 
directly to the charity of the benevo- 
lent. The cause of all thi* was mm, 
both father and mother indulging.

THE RECENT FKE.NCH Dl'EL. 


MUCH as the modern French duel ii 


ridiculed by certain smart people, it is 
in reality one of the inoitt dangerous 
institutions of our day. Since it is al- 
ways fought in tho open air, the com- 
batants lire nearly miro to catch told. 
M. Paul de Camagnac, tho moat invet- 
trateof the French duelist*, has Buffered 
so often in this way that he in at last a 
confirmed invalid; and the best physi- 
cian in 1'arU ban expressed tho opinion 
that if hegoo* on dueling for tifteen 
or twenty yearn more—unless he forms 
tho habit of fighting in a comfortable, 
room where damps and draughts can- 
not intrude—he will eventually en- 
danger his life. This ought to moder- 
ate tho talk of those people who are HO 
itubborn in maintaining that the French 
duel is the most health-jjiving of recre- 
ations, because of open-air exercises it 
affords. And it ought also to moderate 
tbat foolish talk about French duelists 
and socialist-hated monarehs being the 
only proplu who are immortal. 


Hut it is time to get at my subject. 


As soon as I heard of the late liery out- 
break between M. (Jambetta and M. 
Fourtou in the French Assembly, 1 
knew that trouble mnst follow. Iknew 
it because a long personal friendship 
with M. Gambetta hud revealed to mo 
the desperate and implacable nature of 
the man. Vast as are his physical pro- 
portions, I knew that the thirst for re- 
venge would penetrate to the remotest 


then, Colt's navy revolvers, 


hesc being all rejected, I reflected a 


while, 
and sarcastically suggested 


brick-bats at three-quarters of a mile. 
I always hate to fool away a humorous 
thing on a person who has no percep- 
tion of humor; and it filled me with 
bitterness when this man went soberly 
it way to submit the last proposition to 
his principal. 


Ko came back presently, and said his 


principal was charmed with the idea 
of brick-bats at three-quarters of a 
mile, but muit decline on account of 
the danger to disinterested parties pass- 
ing between. Then I said: 


•• Well, I am at the end of my string, 


now. Perhaps you would begoodenough 
to suggest a weapon? Perhaps you 
have oven had one in your mind all the 
time?" 


His countenance brightened, and he 


said with alacrity:

There wtis nothing for mo but to go 


lion e to my old lion-heart and tell my 
humiliating story. 
When I entered, 


M. (jamlii'tta was laying his last lock 
of hair on Hie altar. Ho sprang toward 
me, exclaiming: 
" You have made tho fatal arrange- 


ments—I see it in your eje!" 
" I have." 
His faco paled a tritlo, and ho loaned 


uponthutnulcfor support. Ho breathed 
thick and heavily for a moment or two, 
so tumultuous were his feelings; then 
he hoarsely whispered: 


Tho weapon! the weapon! Quick! 


cord them up and cart them off that 
wanted to. Have you anything further 
to suggestF' 
" Nothing, except that the head un- 


dertakers shall ride together as is 
usual. The subordinates and mutes 
will go on foot, as is also usual. I will 
see you at three o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and we will then arrange the or- 
der of the procession. I have the honor 
to bid you a good day." 


I returned to my client, who said, 


"Very well; at what hour is the en- 
gagement to begin?" 


•• Half-past nine." 
" Very good indeed. Have you sent 


the fact to the newspapers?" 


"Sir/ If after our long and inti- 


mate friendship you can for a moment 
deem me capable of so base a treach

just like that Fourtou, who always 
wants to make a display." 


At ha'.f-past nine in the morning, the 


procession

First ciimo our carriage—nobody in it 
but M. Gambctta ana myself; then a 
carriage containing M. Fonrtou and his 
second; then a carriage containing two 
poet-orators who did not believe in

ets; then a carriage containing tho head 
surgeons and their cases of instru- 
ments; then eight private carriages 
containing consulting surgeons; then a 
hack containing the Coroner; then tho 
two hearses; then a carriage contain- 
ing the head undertakers; then a train 
of assistants and mutes on foot; and 
after these catne plodding through tho 
fog a long procession of camp-follow- 
ers, policeand citizens generally. It was 
n noble turnout, and would have mivile 
a fine display if wo had had thinner 
weather 


There was no conversation. I spoke 


several times to my principal, but 1 
judge that ho was not aware of it, for 
he always referred to his note-book, 
and muttered absently, "I die that 
Franco may live." 


Arrived on the field, my follow-soc- 


ond and I paced off tho thirty-live yards, 
and then drew lota for choice of posi- 
tion. This latter wiis but an orna- 
mental ceremony, for all choices were 
alike in such weather. These prelimi- 
naries hoing ended, I went to my prin- 


such remote and unaccustomed locali- 
ties. They then set my left arm in 
two places, pulled my right hip into iu 
socket again, and re-elevated my nose.

frontiers of his person. 


1 did not wail for him to call on me, 


but went at once to him. As I expect- 
ed, I found the bravo fellow stel'jiud iu 
a profound French calm. I say Irenoh 
oaliu, because French calmness and 
Krgl'mh calmness hnvo points of differ- 
enoo. He was movmgswiftly back and 
forth among thedebris of his furniture, 
now and then staving chance fragments 
of it across tho room with his foot; 
grinding a constant grist of curses 
through his set teeth; undhaltiiigevuiy 
little while to deposit another handful 
of his hair on the pile which ho had 
been buililintc of it on the tiible. 


He throw his arms around my neck, 


bent me over his stomach to his bteiist, 
kissed mo on both cheeks, hugged mo 
four or live times, and then placed me 
in his own uriu-ohair. As soon as I 
had got well again, wo began business 
at once. 


1 said 1 nuppo.sed he would wish mo 


to act as his second, and he said, " Of 
course." I said I must bo allowed to 
act under a French name, so that I 
might be shielded from obloquy in my 
country, iu case of fatal results. He 
wlnottd here,, probably at the sug- 
gestion that dueling was not regarded 
with respect in America. However, 
lie agreed to my requirement. This 
accounts for the. fact that in all tho 
newspaper reports M. (Jamuetta's sec- 
ond was apparently a Frenchman. 


First, we drew up my principal's 


will. I iniistt'd upon tins, and stuck 
to ray point. I said 1 had never heard 
of a man in his right mind going to 
flght a duel without lirsl making his 
tlviU. Ho said he had never heard of u 
tnn« in his right mind doing anything 
Of the kind. When he had tmisnod the 
Urill h« wished to proceed to a choice of 
bit " last words." He wanted to know 
how tho following words, as a dying 
oiclamation, struck me: 
"I die for my God, for my country, 


for freedom of speech, for progress, 
and the universal brotherhood of man!" 


I objected that this would require 


too lingering a duath; it was a good 
speech for a consumptive, but not 
'suited to tho exigencies of the field of 
honor. Wo wrangled over a good 
many ante-mortem outbursts, but 1 
finally got him to cut his obituary 
down to this, which ho copied into his 
memorandum-book, purposing to get 
it by heart: 


" 1 1>1K THAT FUANCK MA\ LIVKl" 
I said that this remark seemed to 


laoJc relevancy; but he said relevancy 
was a matter of no consequence in last 
words— what you wanted was thrill.

Near large cities, or in places where 


prompt and ready transportation to 
large markets is obtainable, it may 
happen that a large force of men can 
be profitably employed on a few acres, 
the sales of products running up to 
tens of thousands of dollars annually.

It is now so 
done in many instances, and fortunes 
arc acquired by skillful men from the 
tillage of five and ten-acre farms.

But as yet there 
are many opportunities for intelligent 
young men of small means to "grow 
up" into such a business—more oppor- 
tunities, wo should nay, than there aro 
men able and willing to take advantage 
of them.

of tine perishable fruits and choice 
vegetables, (lowers, trees, plants, etc., 
thoro must also bo farms of greater 
area for tho production of brondstuffs, 
moat, milk and milk-products, wool, 
cotton, etc.

money capital of tho Nation tends more 
to How out into tho country socking in- 
vestment there and satisfied with safe 
and moderate returns, tho kind of 
earth-robbery known as "scrub-farm- 
ing" will cease by suffocation and star- 
vation.

Land 
has been too abundant for that, as well 
us too rich with the accumulated fer- 
tility of ages. So far, we may say that. 
there hasT>cen but little real farming 
done on this whole continent. 
When 


it cornea to true farming — and it is now 
beginning to come to that in the older 
States— it will be necessary that a man . 
calling himself a farmer should know 
something about his business, and be, , 
to that extent, a business man. 


As a business man bis capacity for 


business will regulate the amount of 
business he will bo competent to do. 
That, and the amount of capital he can 
control, will settle his status, whether 
as a larpe or a small farmer. 
And as 


farming is more and more conducted 
on business principles, the business of 
farming will divide itself into different 
classes. It will then become like other 
businesses, and as in trade there is a 
place for the large merchant and the 
small tradesman, so in farming there 
will be large and small farms, and all 
profitable in proportion to the capital 
and labor intelligently expended upon 
them for the production of salable 
crops. 
When agricultural business is thus 


organized, it will be foimd, in many 
cases, that the era of land under tillage 
will not so much determine the profits 
as the amount of labor, capital and 
skill laid out in order to force the soil 
to its highest productive 
•apacity. 


This, united with knowledge of the I 
kinds of crops that are most suited to I 
the market, an ability to forecast prob- 1 
able demand and prices, and a shrewd- 1 


dry-goods salesmen is from $5,000 to 
ijOOO a year. In the wholesale boot 
and shoe trade, the highest salary la 
not ovor $4,000. 
A few women, tho 


howls of department* in the dress or 
suit-making business, receive about 
$1,000 per year. Moat salaries have 
boon much reduced since the advent of 
tho hard times.

THE BECEST FKEMt'U DUEL. 


MfCR os the modern French duel is 


ridiculed by certain smart people, it is 
in reality one of the most dangerous 
institutions of our day. Since it is al- 
ways fought in the open air, the com- 
batants are nearly sure to catch cold. 
M. Paul de C'assagnac, the most invet- 
erateof the French duelists, has suffered 
so often in this way that he is at lost a 
toniirmod invalid; and the best physi- 
cian in Paris has expressed tho opinion 
that if he goes on dueling for lifteen 
or twenty years more—unless ho forms 
the habit of fighting in a comfortable 
room where damps and draughts cun- 
not intrude—-he will eventually en- 
danger his life. This ought to moder- 
ate tho talk of those people who are so 
stubborn in maintaining that the French 
duel is the most health-giving of recre- 
ations, because of open-air exercises it 
affords. And it ought also to moderate 
that foolish talk about French duelists 
and socialist-bated monarch* being the 
only people who are immortal. 


Hut it is time to get at my subject. 


As soon us I heard of tho late fiery out- 
break between M. (iambotta and M. 
Fourtou in the French Assembly, 1 
knevrllmt trouble must follow. I knew 
it bucause a long personal friendship 
wilt: M. Gambrttu nad revealed to mo 
the desperate and implacable nature of 
the man. Vast as are his physical pro- 
portions, 1 knew that the thirst for re- 
venge would penetrate to the remotest 
frontiers of his person. 


1 did not wait for him to eall on me, 


but went at once to him. As I expect- 
ed, 1 found the. brave fellow sleeked in 
a profound French calm. 
I say !• rcnch 


c»lro, because French calmness and 
English calmness hiivo points of dift'cr- 
enoo. He was movingswiftly back and 
forth among the debris of his furniture, 
now and then staving chance fragments 
of it across the room with his foot; 
grinding a constant grist of curses 
through his set teeth; and halting every 
little while to deposit another handful 
of his hair on the pile which he hud 
been building of it on the table. 


He throw his arms around my neck, 


bunt mo over hia stomach to his breast, 
kissed me on both cheeks, hugged me 
four or live times, and then placed me 
in hi* own arm-chair. As soon as I 
had got well again, we began business 
at oiii'o. 


1 said 1 Riipposcd he would wish me 


to act an his second, and he said, " Of 
course." I said I must bo allowed to 
act tinder a French name, so that I 
might be shielded from obloquy in my 
country, in case of fatal results. He 
winced here, probably at the sug- 
gestion that dueling was not regarded 
with respect in America. However, 
ho agrued to my requirement. This 
accounts for tho fact that in all the 
newspaper reports M. (iauibetta's sec- 
ond was apparently a Frenchman. 


First, we drew up my principal's 


will. I insisted upon this, and stuck 
to my point. 
I said 1 had never hoard 


of a man in his right mind golnp to 
fight a duel without lirst making his 
?»ill. He said he had never heard of a 
inan in his right mind doing anything 
of the kind. 
When he had hnisned the 


*-ill he wished to proceed to n choice of 
hit " lust words." Ho wanted to know 
how th« following words, as a dying 
ctclamation, struck me: 


"1 die for my (Sod, for my country, 


for freedom eft speech, for progress, 
and the universal brotherhood of man!" 


I objected that this would require 


too lingering a duath; it was a good 
speech for a consumptive, but not 
'suited to the exigencies of the Held of 
honor. 
We wrangled over a good 


many ante-mort«m outbursts, but 1 
finally got him to out his obituary 
down to thii, which ho copied into his 
Vemorandum-book, purposing to get 
it by heart: 


•• 1 I>IK THAT FKANCK MAY LIVK!" 
I said that this remark soemed to 


lack relevancy; but he said relevancy 
was a matter of no consequence in last 
words— what you wanted wag thrill. 


The next thing in order was the 


choioe of weapons. My principal said 
he ww not feeling well, and would 
lew* that and the other details of the 
proposed meeting; to me. Therefore 1 
wrote tho following note and earned it 
to M. Fourtou' s friend:

lenge. «nd »«tbortB» me to >.ro|x*r I'leww- 


irons; then, Colt's navy revolvers. 
These being all rejected, I reflected a 
while, 
and sarcastically suggested to suggest?1 


brick-bats at three-quarters of a mile. 
I always hate to fool away a humorous 
thing on a person who has no percep- 
tion of humor; and it filled me with 
bitterness when this man went soberly 
away to submit the last proposition to 
his principal. 


He came bock presently, and said his 


principal was charmed with the idea 
of brick-bats at three-quarters of a 
mile, but must decline on account of 
the danger to disinterested parties pass- 
ing between. Then I said: 
" Well, I am at the end of mystring, 


now. Perhaps you would begoodenough 
to suggest a weapon? Perhaps you 
have even had one in your mind all the 
time?" 


His countenance brightened, and he 


said with alacrity: 


"Oh, without doubt, monsieur!" 
So he fell to hunting in bis pockets- 


pocket after pocket, and ho had plenty 
of them—muttering all the while, 
" Now, what could I have dono with 
them?" 


At last he was successful. He fished 


out of his vest pocket a couple of little 
tilings which I carried to the light and 
discovered to be pistols. They were 
single-barreled and silver mounted, and 
very dainty and pretty. I was notable 
to speak for emotion. I silently hung 
ono of them on my watch-chain, and 
returned the other. 
My companion in 


crime now unrolled a postage-stamp 
containing several cartridges, and gave 
me one of them. I asked if he meant 
to signify by this that our men wore to 
be allowed but one shot apiece. 
He 


replied that the French code permitted 
no more. I then begged him to go on 
and suggest a distance, for my mind 
was growing weaker and confused un- 
der the strain which had been put upon 
it. He said sixty-five yards. 1 nearly 
lost my patience. I said: 


"Sixty-fiveyards with these instru- 


ments? Pop-guns would be deadlier at 
lifty. Consider, my friend, you and I 
are banded together to destroy life, not 
to make it eternal." 


But with nil my persuasion, all my 


arguments, I was only able to get him 
to reduce the distance to thirty-five 
yards; and even this concession ho 
in ado witn reluctance, and said with a 
sigh: 
" I wash my hands of this slaughter; 


on your head be it." 


There was nothing for mo but to go 


horr.c to my old lion-heart and tell niy 
humiliating story. When I entered, 
M. Gambetta was laying his last lock 
of hair on the altar. Ho sprang toward 
me, exclaiming: 


You have made the fatal arrange- 


ments—I see it in your oje!" 
" I have." 
His face paled a trifle, and ho leaned 


cord them up and cart them off that 1 such remote and unaccustomed locali- 
wantedto. Have you anything further ties. They then set my left arm m 


Nothing, except that the head un- 


dertakers shall ride together as is 
usual. The subordinates and mules

upon tho table for support. He breathed 
thick and heavily for a moment or two, 
so tumultuous were his feelings; then 
ho hoarsely whispered: 


"Tho weapon! the weapon! Quick! 


What is the weapon?" 
"This!" and I displayed that silver- 


mounted thing. 
Ho caught but ono 


glimpse of it, then swooned ponderous- 
ly to tho floor. 


When he name to, ho said mournfully: 
"The unnatural calm to which 1 


have subjected myself has told upon 
my nerves. But away with weakness! 
I will confront my fate like a man and 
a Frenchman." 


He rose to his feet and assumed an 


attitude which for sublimity has novor 
been approached by man, and hos^sel- 
dom been surpassed by statues. Then 
ho said, in his deep bass tones: 
" Behold! I am calm, I am ready; ro- 


veal to me tho distance." 
" Thirty-live yards." 
1 could not lift him up, of course; but 


1 rolled him over, and poured water 
down his back. Ho presently come to 
and said: 


"Thirty-five yards—without n, rest? 


Hut why ask? Sinco murder was that 
man's intention, why should he palter 
at small details? Hut mark you one 
thing: In my fall tho world shall see 
how tho chivalry of Franco moots 
death." 


After a long silcnco, ho asked: 


will go on foot, as Is also usual, 
see you at three o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and we will then arrange the or- 
der of the procession. I have the honor 
to bid you a good day." 


I returned to my client, who said, 


"Very well; at what hour is the en- 
gagement to begin?" 
" Half-past nine." 
" Very good indeed. Have you sent 


the fact to the newspapers?" 


"Sir! 
11 after our long and inti- 


mate friendship you can for a moment 
deem me capable of so base a treach 
cry" 
"Tut, tut! What words are those, 


my dear friend? Have T wounded you? 
Ah. forgive me; I am overloading you 
with labor. Therefore go on with the 
other details, and drop tnis one from 
your list. The bloody-minded Fourtou 
will be sure to attend to it. Or I my- 
self—yos, to make certain, I will drop 
a note to my journalistic friend, M. 
Noir" 
"Oh, come to think, you may save 


yourself the trouble; that other second 
has informed M. Noir." 
" H'm! I might have known it. It is 


just like that Fourtou, who always 
wants to make a display." 


At half-past nine in the morning, the 


procession 
approached the field of 


Plossis-Piquet in the following order: 
First cauie our carriage—nobody in it 
but M. Gambetta and myself; then a 
carriage containing M. Fourtou and his 
second; then a carriage containing two 
poetrorators who did not believe in 
Cod, and those bad MS. funeral ora- 
tions projecting from thoir breast pock- 
ets; tlicnacarriagecontaining the head 
surgeons and their coses of instru- 
ments; then eight private carriages 
containing consulting surgeons; then a 
hack containing the Coroner; then tho 
two hearses; then a carriage contain- 
ing tho head undertakers; then a train 
of assistants and mutes on foot; and 
after those came plodding through the 
fog a long procession of camp-follow- 
ers, pol ice and citizens generally. It was 
a noble turnout, and would have made 
a line display if we had had thinner 
weather 


There was no conversation. I spoke 


several times to my principal, but 1 
judge that ho was not aware of it, for 
ho always referred to his note-book, 
and muttered absently, "I die that 
Franco may live." 


Arrived on the field, my follow-sec- 


ond and I paced off tho thirty-five yards, 
and then drew lots for choice of posi- 
tion. This latter was but an orna- 
mental ceremony, for all choices wore 
alike in such weather. Those prelimi- 


two places, pulled my right hip into its 
socket again, and re-elevated my nose. 
I was an object of great interest, and 
even admiration; and many sincere 
and warm-hearted persons had them- 
selves introduced to me, and said they 
were proud to know the only man who 
had been hurt in a French duel for for- 
ty years. 
I was placed in an ambulance at the 


very head of the procession; and thus 
with gratifying eclat I was marched 
into Paris, the most conspicuous figure 
in that great spectacle, and deposited 
at tbe hospital. 


The Cross of tho Legion of Honor has 


been conferred upon me. However, 
few escape that distinction. 


Such is the true version of the roost 


n.cmorable private conflict of the ago. 
My recovery is still doubtful, but there 
are hopes. " I am able to dictate, but 
there is no knowing when I shall be 
able to write. 
I have no complaints to make against

Thoro 
can be no doubt that men havo accu- 
mulated considerable wealth from a 
small commercial business, or by a 
manufacturing industry conducted on 
a moderate scale—and also by tho till- 
age of small areas of land. Industry 
and economy, conjoined with business 
capacity and a good acquaintance with 
the work in hand, will in time usually 
secure a competency in any avocation. 
By slowly laying dollar to dollar, with 
a shrewd investment of profits, a man 
can make himself indopendont, and 
even rich, doing but a very moderate 
business all the time. 


For the majority of mankind this is 


tho safest, and indeed the only practi- 
cable method. Out of a thousand men 
but very few have tho natural capaci- 
ty, or tho acquired ability, to conduct 
any business successfully on a large 
scale.

It will then become like other 
businesses, and as in trade there is a 
place for the large merchant and the 
small tradesman, so in farming there 
will be large and small farms, and all 
profitable in proportion to the capital 
and labor intelligently expended upon 
them for the production of salable
